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MP pledges to lead 
hospital bed battle 


CUTS at a community 
hospital will land heal¬ 
th bosses with a “hell 
of a row,” an MP has 
pledged. 

Cambridgeshire Prim¬ 
ary Care Trust (PCT) will 
review services at the 
Princess of Wales Hos¬ 
pital in Ely as part of its 
revaluation of the cou¬ 
nty’s four community 
hospitals. 

But Jim Paice, MP for South 
East Cambridgeshire, pledged to 
lead the fight against any cuts in 
facilities. Ely’s mayor echoed 
the rallying cry to defend the 
Princess of Wales Hospital, as 
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did a local campaigner for the 
elderly. 

The PCT decided to “tempor¬ 
arily” merge the hospital’s two 
rehabilitation wards in June, 
cutting the number of beds from 
45 to 23. 

A consultation on plans to 
close wards for the elderly at 
Brookfields Hospital in Cam¬ 
bridge begins in October. 

Mr Paice told the Weekly 
News he had met the PCT to 
stress that Ely cannot afford to 
lose more facilities or staff. He 
said: “I have made it quite clear 
- if there is any reduction of 
services there will be a hell of a 
row and I will be at the 


forefront. If anything, I want to 
see an increase in services. I 
would like to see minor day 
surgery there and maybe have 
some GP beds.” 

Coun Ron Bradney, Mayor of 
Ely, said: “If any of the services 
were reduced, that would be a 
disaster. Ely is a growing city 
and that is the last thing we 
need. It is expensive for people 
to have to travel to Cambridge 
and it is expensive for the health 
service to use beds in Adden- 
brooke’s. It is better to keep 
things locally.” 

Ed Mullenger, an Ely resident 
and campaigner for elderly 
people, feared the PCT’s plans to 
make more use of home care for 
elderly patients were flawed, as 
he said staff who made home 
visits were not adequately trai¬ 


ned. He said: “We need to keep 
these wards and fight for better 
services.” 

The Government asserted its 
commitment to community hos¬ 
pitals in the Our Health, Our 
Care, Our Say White Paper of 
2006. And Conservative leader 
David Cameron also said, on a 
visit to Ely, hospitals like the 
Princess of Wales would be 
secure under a Tory government. 

Chris Banks, chief executive of 
Cambridgeshire PCT, has not 
given any guarantees on the out¬ 
come of the Princess of Wales 
review and no date has been set 
for the start. However, he has 
hinted that Ely’s distance from 
Addenbrooke’s in Cambridge, the 
nearest acute hospital, meant it 
fitted the criteria for having a 
community hospital.

Charity Pyrenees trip in taxi 


CAN a taxi bought for £200 
struggle through a 3,000- 
mile round trip to Barcelona? 
Mark Nolan is hoping the 
answer is yes, as he 
undertakes a perilous 
journey in his “Barcelona 
Banger” to raise money for a 
young boy living with partial 
paralysis brought on by a 
brain tumour. 

Mr Nolan, 48, an estate 
agent with Harley’s in 
Littleport, hopes to raise the 
£1,500 needed to buy a 
specially-adapted Volvo for 
the family of seven-year-old 
Joshua Wilson. 

He will share the driving with 
three colleagues from work. 
But he is not relishing the 


trip, which will see the 
banger chugging up the 
slopes of the Pyrenees. Mr 
Nolan said: “It’s going to be 
dreadful! We’ll be driving 
3,000 miles in five days at 
50mph - assuming we don’t 
break down. 

“And it won’t be the 
autoroutes for us - we’re 
going through the 
mountains.” 

When Mr Nolan bought the 
taxi for £200 it had no 
brakes but he has since 
made the necessary urgent 
repairs to get the car 
through its MOT.

DEBATING rubbish collections 
in the council chamber one 
moment, then rubbing should¬ 
ers with Hollywood stars the 
next - that’s the strange life led 
by Michael Allan. 

Coun Allan last week swap¬ 
ped East Cambridgeshire 
District Council for a slightly 
more glamorous role as an extra 
in The Other Boleyn Girl , join¬ 
ing stars like Scarlett Johan¬ 
sson and Natalie Portman on set 
at Ely Cathedral. 

The Liberal Democrat coun¬ 
cillor for the Fordham villages 
ward was asked to play a bishop 
in the BBC Films production on 
the rivalry between Anne and 
Mary Boleyn after impressing 
as a cardinal in The Golden 
Age, the Cate Blanchett film 
that used locations in Ely and 
Cambridge last year. 

Coun Allan, a 68-year-old who 
worked as a musical director for 
Cambridge International Opera 
as well as a teacher at Netherall 


School and Soham Village 
College, said: “Any form of art, I 
want to do my very best to 
support it. 

“It is something a bit different 
from the council chamber. It is 
very casual here - it is lovely 
“I was demoted this time! Last 
time I was a cardinal and I am 
just a poor little bishop this 
time.” 

There are some similarities 


between the council chamber 
and the big screen. Just as East 
Cambridgeshire councillors 
were prevented from revealing a 
crucial decision on weekly bin 
collections last month by 
commercial confidentiality, 
Coun Allan is sworn to secrecy 
on the details of what happens 
on set. 

Among the stars in Ely was 
Kristin Scott Thomas, best 


known for her roles in Four 
Weddings and a Funeral and 
The English Patient. The 47- 
year-old British actress plays 
Lady Elizabeth, the mother of 
Anne Boleyn. 

Coun Allan got his big-screen 
break when friends persuaded 
him to go to auditions for The 
Golden Age in Ely. A crowd 
director on the film was so 
impressed by his work that she 
invited him along this week. 

The moonlighting earns some 
good-natured teasing from 
council colleagues. “They 
sometimes take the mick,” 
Coun Allan said. “They ask me 
for an autograph, that sort of 
thing.” 

Coun Allan will be looking 
out for himself when Ely hosts 
a charity premiere of The 
Golden Age in October. He will 
have to wait a longer for The 
Other Boleyn Girl, which will 
be released in February 2008. 


Huge long-term benefits 
for city follow filming 


Shooting for The Other Boleyn Girl earned Ely 
Cathedral about £40,000, but the tourism benefits for 
the city and other TV locations could be far greater. 
JOHN MORGAN reports. 


S CARLETT Johans¬ 
son, Natalie Portman 
and Cate Blanchett 
will be tempting tourists 
to Cambridgeshire for 
years to come - if a new 
report is to be believed. 

A study released last week, 
called Stately Attractions, shows 
settings used in films and TV 
programmes can benefit from 
huge long-term surges in visitor 
numbers. 

So the three days Scarlett 
Johansson and Natalie Portman 
spent filming in Ely last week 
could prove profitable for the 
fast-growing city’s economy 
when the film hits cinema 
screens in February 2008. 

And tourism bosses in 
Cambridge and Ely are already 
planning to capitalise on the 
November release of The 
Golden Age, the Cate Blanchett 
film on Queen Elizabeth I which 
used locations in both cities. 

The Stately Attractions study, 
commissioned by the UK Film 
Council, showed the Harry 
Potter films had led to a 120 per 
cent rise in visitors to Northum¬ 
berland’s Alnwick Castle and 
brought about £9 million worth 
of tourism to the region. 

Ben Durston-Thorndyke, mar¬ 
keting manager for Visit 
Cambridge, believes that featur¬ 
ing on the screen helps bring 
new visitors to the city He said: 
“It is very good news for Cam¬ 
bridge and it acts as a form of 
free publicity. It helps hugely to 
promote what we have to offer.” 

Mr Durston-Thorndyke added 
that the city has a link with 
Screen East, which works to 
promote the film industry in the 


East of England. “Cambridge is 
on their books,” he said. “If they 
are approached by companies 
looking for certain types of 
locations, we are down as a point 
of contact.” 

Kerry Ixer, head of locations 
for Screen East, said: “Pro¬ 
ductions filming on location in 
Cambridgeshire spent an 
estimated £2.4 million in the 
local economy during 2006/07, 
but it doesn’t stop there. Every 
time the production is screened 
it provides a free marketing 
opportunity for the location or 
the destination, particularly 
when a film or television series 
develops cult status.” 

Cambridge’s promoters will 
be delighted to read in the report 
that locations used for cosy 
Sunday night TV programmes 
are among the biggest tourist 
draws - Stephen Fry is filming 
on The Backs for ITV drama 
Kingdom on September 10. 

Now Ely has some Hollywood 
glamour to add to the cosy 
Sunday night appeal it had 
gained from Songs of Praise and 
How We Built Britain. 

The Other Boleyn Girl is 
expected to bring more than 
£40,000 to help the cathedral pay 
its £3,000-a-day running costs, 
but East Cambridgeshire Dist¬ 
rict Council’s tourism team 
leader, Tracey Harding, thinks it 
will do more. She said: “It is very 
good news for Ely and East 
Cambridgeshire. 

“In the tourist information 
centre, we get telephone inquir¬ 
ies and people coming in saying 
they have seen the cathedral on 
TV after programmes. With the 
impact of the star names, I 
would expect a lot more visitors.

“It is not just about visiting 
the cathedral. People are going 
to stay in the city, eat here and 
use shops.” 

Ms Harding said the council 
has designed a new advert for 
Ely that will appear in film 
industry publications. The city 
will feature on a new Visit 
Britain movie map and will 
mount a display on the filming 
of The Other Boleyn Girl.

Survey puts city in UK’s 
top dozen places to live 



IF you want to live an affluent 
lifestyle at affordable prices, 
Ely is the place to be. 

That is the message from a new 
survey that ranks the city as the 12th 
best place to live in Britain for value 
for money 

Analysts for the Royal Bank of 
Scotland (RBS) found Ely’s comb¬ 
ination of stunning medieval and 
Georgian architecture, high-tech 
jobs and close proximity to Cam¬ 
bridge make it highly attractive. 

But with house prices in fast¬ 
growing Ely rocketing as a result of 
the rampant Cambridge market, 
some will ask whether it can really 
be called affordable. 

The average house price in Ely is 
£202,000 and average earnings are 
£37,000 per household, the survey 
revealed. 

Coun Ron Bradney, mayor of Ely 
and economic development champ¬ 
ion of East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said: “It is not a surprise to 
me - Ely has been a fantastic place to 
live for years. 

“It is nice it is being recognised 
elsewhere. Ely has great people, good 
retail, good connections - not just to 
Cambridge but to London and the

North - and we’ve got the river. I 
can’t think what we haven’t got.” 

Jim Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, said: “I’m sur¬ 
prised we weren’t number one! We 
knew Ely is a nice, prosperous place. 

“But we shouldn’t be complacent. 
The city centre still needs more 
attention and we need a better range 
of shops. Hopefully that will come 
with the increasing population.” 

The population of Ely has risen to 
an estimated 17,500, up from 15,100 in 
the 2001 census. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has pledged to cut the 
number of commuters travelling 
from Ely to Cambridge and create 
more local jobs to harness the 
economic benefits of that population 
growth. 

Top spot in the affordable 
affluence survey went to Beverley, 
which faces challenges similar to 
Ely 

Like Ely, the East Yorkshire 
market town has a historic centre 
and impressive minster, is under

pressure to retain its character amid 
worries over the design of new 
estates and the effect of a super¬ 
market on small shops. 

The RBS Affordable Affluence 
Index evaluated towns in terms of 
lifestyle factors identified by the 
bank as important to its affluent 
customers, such as restaurants, 
cafes, bars, high-performing schools 
and cultural attractions. 


Ely scores highly for culture with 
its Norman cathedral and the Oliver 
Cromwell House, and has a beautiful 
riverside complete with park, pub 
and restaurant. 

Yet in a recent survey by the 
district council of residents of Ely’s 
new estates, there was criticism of 
the city’s limited range of shops and 
restaurants. 

Many readers contacted the 
Weekly News over fears Ely could 
become a dormitory for Cambridge 
unless services improved, with pleas 
for a department store prominent. 

Furthermore, a recent report on 
health standards in East Cambridge¬ 
shire found the area has a level of 
homelessness significantly worse 
than the national average. It blamed 
the problem on rising house prices 
stemming from the Cambridge boom 
and a shortage of affordable homes. 

But figures released by property 
website Rightmove last month show 
Ely is still a cheaper option than its 
neighbour. 

Though house prices rose by 11.4 
per cent in the smaller city in the last 
12 months, they rose by 18.6 per cent 
to £315,803 in Cambridge.

Letterbox arsonist

A TEENAGER who 
shoved a burning 
cigarette through a 
pensioner’s letterbox 
in an arson attack has 
escaped jail. 

The drunken act by 18- 
year-old Jamie Candian was 
the climax to three years of 
suffering for his neighbour 
Eric Wright, 82, who lives in 
fear after being besieged by 
yobs at his home in 
Westhorpe, Burwell. 

Mr Wright now leaves a 
bowl of water under his 
letterbox each night and 
will not use his front room 
or front door, magistrates in 
Ely heard. 

Candian, 18, told police 
officers he carried out the 
attack for “fun”. In a prev¬ 
ious court appearance he 
admitted committing arson 
on March 25. 

Handing Candian a five- 
month jail sentence susp¬ 
ended for two years, presi¬ 
ding magistrate Hamish 
Ross told him: “Mr Wright 
doesn’t come out of his 
front door - you are part of 
that. He always looks 
behind him - that is how the 
actions of your group have 
affected an elderly man. You 
need to know that.” 



Mr Ross said the bench 
took into account that 
Candian has given up 
drinking and started work 
since moving from 
Westhorpe to live with his 


girlfriend’s family in 
Harlow. He told the teen¬ 
ager: “We have got to get the 
green shoots of your rec¬ 
overy going. You need to 
change yourself as a man.” 


term 


Candian must give Mr 
Wright £150 in compen¬ 
sation for distress caused, 
carry out 40 hours of 
unpaid work, pay £50 costs, 
and complete two years of 
supervision that will 
include the Think First 
programme aimed at chan¬ 
ging offenders’ behaviour. 

In a victim statement read 
to the court, Mr Wright said: 
“When I go out I am always 
looking over my shoulder. 
This has made me dep¬ 
ressed, but I won’t let them 
beat me.” 

Matthew Bradbury, prose¬ 
cuting, told magistrates that 
for the past three years a 
group of youngsters had 
persecuted Mr Wright. Mr 
Bradbury said: “They have 
been throwing things at the 
house, hanging around, 
jumping out at him from 
hedges - generally intimi¬ 
dating and scaring him.” 

Mr Wright had reported 
the problems to the police 
four or five times, the court 
heard. 

Jeremy Kendall, mitiga¬ 
ting, said: “Mr Candian is 
not an evil person. 

“He is quite a likeable 
young man who, really, 
pratted around and behaved 
like an idiot, and did not 
think what could have 
happened with that cigar¬ 
ette butt.” 


Ely’s police 
chief moves 
to Cambridge 

THE HEAD of Ely’s police force is 
leaving the city to take charge of a 
crackdown on street crime in 
Cambridge. 

Inspector Adam Gallop has led East 
Cambridgeshire’s policing team for 
three years, overseeing three oper¬ 
ations to close down premises used 
for dealing Class A drugs, and using 
dispersal orders to break up illegal 
car cruising events at the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Business Park in Ely. 

Insp Gallop will become a Detective 
Inspector at Parkside police station in 
Cambridge. Part of his role will 
involve leading Operation Guardian, 
a crackdown on street crime in the 
city. 

Insp Gallop said: “During my three 
years at Ely I have been part of a 
number of successful operations and 
seen a great deal of hard work 
undertaken by my officers. 

“I would like to thank all those 
people who have helped out and 
supported their local police, and the 
partner agencies who continue to 
work alongside us to create a stronger 
crime-fighting team. 

“I leave behind me a hard-working 
policing team who were a pleasure to 
work with and I would like to thank 
them for their commitment over the 
past three years.” 

During his time in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, Insp Gallop oversaw the 
introduction of 18 new PCSOs into 
the local team, as well as the start of 
neighbourhood policing panels in 
Soham.

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Council is blasted for 
time-wasting over pits 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting 
plans to build a marina at a 
wildlife haven say council 
planners are wasting time. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has decided that a 
certificate of lawfulness for work 
at Roswell Pits in Ely submitted by 
landowner Jeremy Tyrrell is 
“invalid”. 

The council confirmed the pits 
can be used for 28-day temporary 
moorings by boats without a 
planning application but says the

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certificate failed to meet “tech¬ 
nical requirements and separate 
retrospective and prospective 
issues.” 

However, the Local Campaign 
for the Protection of Rural Ely 
(LCPRE) feels the council should 
tell Mr Tyrrell to submit a full 
planning application, which 
would be debated and allow the 
public to have their say 


An LCPRE spokeswoman said: 
“We have waited almost seven 
weeks for East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s response to Mr 
Tyrrell’s application for a certif¬ 
icate of lawfulness and have got 
nothing from it. It has taken the 
council all this time to discover 
that the application for a certif¬ 
icate is, in the council’s words,- 
‘invalid’ and ‘cannot be deter¬ 
mined by the council’.” 

The LCPRE says Roswell Pits is 
a vital habitat for bitterns and 
other rare birds, and should be 


designated as a nature reserve. 

Giles Hughes, the council’s plan¬ 
ning and economic development 
head, said officers would meet Mr 
Tyrrell to hear his plans and 
defended the council’s response. 

He said: “I would like to stress 
that these decisions do not mean 
the developer now has the right to 
move forward with any work he 
likes. 

“If there is future work deemed 
necessary by the owner that 
requires planning permission, he 
should submit an application.”

Team on stand-by to help 
solve any noise nuisances 


EXCESSIVE noise can 
make life a misery, but 
one council is reminding 
residents not to suffer in 
silence. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s envir¬ 
onmental health team 
can deal with most noise 
complaints if informal 
discussions have failed 
to bring a solution. 

The team needs infor¬ 
mation on the type of 
noise and how it is 
affecting people, before 
working to resolve the 
problem through discus¬ 
sions with all parties 


involved. Visits can then 
be made, and, if the 
noise is judged to be a 
statutory nuisance, an 
abatement notice will 
follow. 

Failure to comply with 
an abatement notice can 
lead to prosecution. 

Liz Knox, the council’s 
head of environmental 
services and housing, 
said: “As we have had 
such a poor summer this 
year, the number of 
noise complaints has 
been relatively lower 
than in previous years. 

“We would urge neigh¬ 


bours to talk to each 
other and explain the 
difficulties those creat¬ 
ing the noise are caus¬ 
ing. 

“If this approach has 
failed, environmental 
health officers will try to 
help. Our aim is to find 
an amicable solution to 
problems but we do have 
the powers to take people 
to court if they don’t do 
anything to curb their 
excessive noise.”

Rail works 
may deter 
passengers 


WORK to replace a rail 
bridge damaged by a 
derailed train could 
drive passengers away 
for good, a watchdog 
has warned. 

The line from Ely to Bury 
St Edmunds, which acts as a 
vital link between East 
Anglia and the North, has 
been closed for repairs by 
Network Rail since a freight 
train crashed in Ely on June 
22 and is not expected to 
reopen until December. 

That means Ely commu¬ 
ters travelling to Liverpool 
Street have to make their 
connection at Cambridge. 

Passenger Focus, an inde¬ 
pendent rail consumer 
group, believes travellers in 
Ely and beyond are suffering 
despite the replacement bus 
service in operation for One 
services between Ely and 
Bury St Edmunds. 

Guy Dangerfield, the 
group’s passenger link 
manager, said: “I suspect the 
market will have been 
damaged. People who would 
have used the trains are not 
fancying the trek to Cam¬ 
bridge or not fancying the 
bus. 

“What is important is that 
there are some efforts by 
One Railway to re-stimulate 
demand once the service is 
back up and running. It is 
reasonable to assume that 
some people will elect to 
drive rather than go via 
Cambridge or on the bus.” 

Mr Dangerfield said the 
closure has hit routes, like 
the one between Bury St 
Edmunds and Peterborough, 
that are crucial links to the 
North and Scotland. 

Passengers were left in 
uncertainty after the 
accident, Mr Dangerfield 
added. “There are things 
that could have been done 
better around passenger 
information,” he said. 
“Passenger Focus has al-

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ready discussed these with 
One Railway” 

Network Rail said there is 
no current estimate on when 
the line will reopen. How¬ 
ever, Mr Dangerfield said he 
understands the line will be 
open from mid or late 
December. 

A spokeswoman for One 
could not confirm the num¬ 
ber of passengers using 
services to Bury St Edmunds 
from Ely each day before the 
incident or numbers using 
the replacement bus service. 

She said: “The alternative 
arrangements are working 
well, and we are doing our 
best to minimise the disrup¬ 
tion caused to our passen¬ 
gers. 

“We are looking forward to 
Network Rail proceeding 
with the bridge replacement 
work as soon as possible.” 

The operation to replace 
the bridge, costing £500,000 
so far, has seen Network Rail 
build a temporary road 
across marshland from the 
A142 to allow a 1,000-tonne 
crane to lift off the derailed 
wagons and the damaged 
bridge. 

The Rail Accident Investi¬ 
gation Branch is still looking 
into the cause of the crash. 

■ Part of a popular footpath 
has reopened after being 
closed following the 
derailment of the freight 
train. 

The Fen Rivers Way on the 
east bank of the River Great 
Ouse near Ely has been 
reopened after the New¬ 
market Bridge south east of 
the city was removed. 

However, the path on the 
west bank, south of the point 
where it meets the A142, will 
remain closed while engin¬ 
eers continue work.

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Summer was 
the most 
miserable 
on record 



IF you thought this 
summer was a damp 
squib, you would be 
right. 

The UK’s summer looks 
set to be the wettest since 
records began in 1914, the 
Met Office has announced. 

Cambridgeshire residents 
may not have suffered as 
badly as some, but the 
county’s eighth wettest 
summer on record ensured 
plenty of barbecues were 
rained off. 

The county was soaked 
with 229.9mm of rain 
between June 1 and August 
28, which was 58 per cent 
above average and made 
our summer the wettest 
since 1997. 

The average temperature 
in Cambridgeshire during 
the same period was 16.02 C, 
0.02 C below average. 

The Met Office says the 
unusual position of the jet 
stream has caused the UK’s

wet weather by sucking in 
successive depressions. 

Thousands of people 
suffered misery as a result 
- floods in Gloucestershire, 
Yorkshire and Humberside 
in July caused an estimated 
£3 billion damage. 

Julie Reinger, weather 
forecaster for BBC Look 
East, said: “It has been a 
very wet summer across 
England. 

“Thankfully, here in the 
East we have avoided the 
worst of the rainfall that 
caused all the problems in 
Gloucestershire and 
Yorkshire, but even here we 
have seen some very wet 
conditions. 

“The good news is that 
for the first week of 
September the weather is 
looking better. I certainly 


have my fingers crossed for 
an Indian summer.” 

The Met Office has 
announced that provisional 
rainfall figures up to August 
28 show that 358.5mm of 
rain has fallen in the UK, 
just above the previous 
record of 358.4mm in 1956. 

If the figure is confirmed 
when all the weather 
stations send in their data, it 
would make this summer 
the wettest on record. 


Keith Groves, the Met 
Office’s head of forecasting, 
said: “These figures confirm 
what most people have 
already been thinking - this 
summer has been very wet 
and very disappointing for 
most.” 

Experts blame the wet 
summer on the position of 
the jet stream, a ribbon of 
high altitude strong winds 
which brings weather 
systems across the UK. 


For much of this summer, 
the jet stream has been 
further south and stronger 
than in a typical summer, 
bringing rain to many parts 
of the country 
The Met Office said the 
high rainfall was not out 
of line with climate 
change, which is expected 
to bring hotter summers 
along with more intense 
rain and higher risks of 
flooding. 


Hunters

WITH the illegal hare coursing 
season set to begin Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police are launch¬ 
ing the successful Operation 
Dornier for the fourth year 
running. 

Inspector Dick Lowings, part 
of the Rural Community Action 
Team (RCAT), said: “We will be 
taking positive action to target 
hare coursers by building on 
past successes. 

“Over the last three years 
hare coursing has significantly 
reduced, but we are not taking 
our eye off the ball. We will 
continue to tackle this issue in 
a robust manner, and we will 
prosecute offenders, spear¬ 
headed by this RCAT campaign. 

“If any members of the 
public are aware of hare 
coursing taking place, please 
call police. 

“Our aim is to continue this 
success and ensure we severely 
disrupt and convict those who 
are involved. 

“Hare coursing is not only 
illegal but also extremely 
disruptive. 

“Officers will continue to use 
tactics that have been used in 
previous years, such as 
intelligence gathering and high 
visibility patrols.”

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Residents urged to look 
out for drug factories

LANDLORDS and letting 
agents are being urged to 
look out for potential cann¬ 
abis factories. 

Police recently uncovered the 
latest of a series of large-scale 
cannabis farms in Kingfisher 
Walk, a quiet cul-de-sac in Linton. 

When police raided the home 
they discovered more than 700 
plants - a drugs crop worth an 
estimated £60,000. 

The Drug Enforcement Priority 
Offenders Team (Depot) was acting 
on intelligence from the com¬ 
munity in Linton and Detective 
Chief Inspector Dan Vajzovic is 
appealing for the public to be 
vigilant for more factories as 
detectives continue their fight 
against organised drug gangs. 

He said: “Cannabis factories are 
usually set up in residential areas, 
with the houses converted to allow 
a perfect growing ground for cann¬ 
abis. 

“This means the bypassing of 
mains electricity, installing venti¬ 
lation units and sealing up 
windows. 

“What may look like your 
average house from the outside 
could in fact be a factory for 
cannabis production. 

“I would urge the public to 


remain vigilant to activities in 
their neighbourhood.” 

DCI Vajzovic said the tell-tale 
signs of a factory were numerous. 

He said: “There are a number of 
things people should look out for. 
These include the curtains being 
constantly closed, or a lot of noise 
when someone moves into a 
property, but then afterwards no- 
one seems to be living there. 


“Sometimes there is a strange 
smell and paper or plastic is put 
outside the windows. Often there is 
excess heat or there is a lot of 
condensation.” 

DCI Vajzovic also asked 
landlords to be suspicious of 
anyone offering amounts of money 
for the house above the asking 
price. 

He said: “In particular cash 


payments in this business may be 
seen as abnormal and my advice to 
any potential landlord is to get ref¬ 
erences from all tenants and en¬ 
sure they know where the money 
from your tenant is coming from.”

banker and a drug abuse counsellor - 
and the group’s first task was to feed 
back exactly what the world thought of 
Sunny D. 

“When we met up, we said ‘look, you 
know it’s not going to be good . . . 
don’t you?’ And the poor dears, they 
took it very well. People said things like 
‘that toxic orange stuff’.” 

The team then demanded to know 
exactly what was in each bottle. And 
after each ingredient was painstakingly 
explained, they persuaded the 
manufacturers to cut the list by half. 

“The less ingredients the better as far 
as parents are concerned,” explains 
Helen. “It’s an easy way to indicate a 
product’s as natural and simple as 
possible.” 

Meeting with Sunny D’s marketing 
and brand consultants, Saatchi and 
Saatchi, the mums went on to help 
design the drink’s ‘re-invention label’. 
“The designers needed an interim look 
before the drink is officially re-launched 
next year,” says Helen. “So we 
scrawled our ideas all over the old label 
and they liked it so much, they left it 
like that. We told them the average 
parent is confused enough about food 
so they should tell him and her what it 
all actually means.” 

Helen’s work with Sunny D has 
revealed that the pressure to be healthy 
is making parents secretive and guilt 
ridden. 

“Parents feel obliged to lie,” she 
says. “According to the questionnaires I 
do for Sunny D, nobody buys Coke . . . 
so I don’t know how it gets off the 
shelves!” 

In order to get her children eating 
healthily, Helen took a leaf out of her 
mother’s book and made food fun. “I 
was a very picky eater and so my mum 
used to colour food with pink food 
colouring and call it clouds. With my 
kids, I make sure their food is well 
presented and work around problems. 
Prunes became ‘giant raisins’ and 
when my son didn’t like the idea of 
spices we didn’t have curry we had 
‘casserole with rice’! 

“I think it’s crazy to give children 
different food to their parents, served 
on plastic plates with no seasoning, 
just because they’re kids. They deserve 
well presented, good food. My kids eat 
six different types of vegetables with 
their Sunday lunch. Other parents can’t 
believe it.” 

Of course, the 64,000 dollar question 
is: Does she serve her kids Sunny D? 
“Absolutely. It’s a great alternative to 
squash. But it’s not just for them. I like 
it with Vodka, personally

Less is more to mum in 
Sunny Delight revamp 

WHEN sales of “toxic orange” drink Sunny Delight fell through the 
floor, the makers turned to an Ely mum-of-four for help - and got 
more than they bargained for. SARAH O’MEARA reports.

H ELEN Bryan is getting 
her own back. After 20 
years of listening to the 
demands of so-called 
food “experts”, the mother of four 
from Ely had finally had enough. 

“Unless you’re feeding them on vegan 
organic pumpkin husk, apparently you’re 
a terrible parent,” says Helen, 43. “We’re 
bullied and patronised by people who talk 
utter rubbish. It’s outrageous and it’s 
made parents paranoid about what they 
give their children to eat.” 

Tired of the nonsensical claims of food 
professionals, two-and-a-half years ago, 
the former nurse turned marketing 
consultant jumped at an opportunity to 
speak her mind. 

“My husband Stephen said he’d heard 
on the radio that Sunny D was asking to 
hear the kind of stuff I’d been spouting for 
the last 20 years. So obviously I applied.” 

Soft drink Sunny D - the most 
successful brand launch of the 90s - 
needed help. After cornering the juice 


drink market in 1998, sales of the fruity 
drink collapsed amid scare stories about 
its high sugar content. 

Desperate to make the drink child- 
friendly again, the Sunny Delight 
Beverages Company advertised for 
parents to help re-develop the product - 
and got more than they bargained for. 

“When I first applied to be part of their 
Parent Advisory Group (PAG), I was 
dubious that it might be a PR stunt,” says 
Helen. “I thought, well if it is, I’ll expose it. 
But the minute I met them, I knew it 
wasn’t going to be.” 

On the first day, Helen met the 11 other 
selected candidates who all made it clear 
they weren’t going to be taken for a ride. 

“We were all there because we were 
tired of being treated as simple. People 
think that, even if parents are told 
something that isn’t true, we’ll buy it - 
literally. We’re all mothers . . . although 
they did try to get some fathers, they 
didn’t have much luck. “ 

The PAG team includes a woman 
running for parliament, a high powered

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them...

I—, Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss.

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address.

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

□ Send off change of address cards.

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day.

Details of vehicles that have been 
stolen and recovered may not always 
be disclosed, leaving buyers in the 
dark about possible major problems. 


Mycarcheck.com, which is the only 
vehicle data checking company to 
routinely share information with the 
public on recovered stolen cars, 
believes it is important that motorists 
are given all the information available. 

“All data suppliers take the police 
stolen marker off a vehicle when it is 
recovered but we always inform our 


customers that the vehicle has been 
stolen and recovered,” said Roger 
Powell, general manager of 
mycarcheck.com. 

In support, a former policeman 
turned leading insurance investigator, 
said it was alarming that only one data 
company routinely informs customers 
if a car has been stolen and recovered.

Jag’s XF could be top cat 


JAGUAR has revealed one of the 
most important new cars in its 
history, the XF. 

The replacement for the S 
Type, the XF is Jaguar’s entry in 
the highly competitive executive 
car market, competing with the 
likes of BMW’s 5 Series, Merc’s 
E-Class and Audi’s A6. To be 
competitive in that market, the 
car needs to be practical, 
spacious and able to eat up the 


miles while also being sporty and 
engaging to drive. 

Jaguar has hit the challenges 
head on and has created a 
vehicle that holds true to the 
company’s values. The XF is a 
true Jaguar by being stylish and 
fast but it has space inside for 
five adults with room for luggage. 
The blend of performance and 
practicality from the new car 
could see it become the class 
leader. 

The S Type has 
long been an 
excellent car to drive 
being comfortable 
and quick and 
having excellent 
handling. What it 
wasn’t though was 
particularly spacious 
and this problem 
has now been 
solved with the XF. 
The interior will be a 
pleasure to be in 
with a clean and 


stylish design focusing on 
upmarket elements. When the 
driver gets in and pushes the 
start button, the gear selector 
rises up out of the transmission 
tunnel. Little touches like the air 
conditioning vents lying flush to 
the dashboard until the ignition is 
switched on and touch sensing 
buttons for the interior lights and 
glovebox add to the sense of 
luxury that is created by the 
leather, wood and aluminium 
finishings. 

The engines on offer will be a 
2.7 diesel and 3.0 V6 and 4.2 V8 
petrol units.

Power from the diesel 
will be 201 bhp with 240, 300 and 
420bhp in the 3.0 V6, 4.2 V8 and 
4.2 V8 supercharged models.

Just 34% of 
children walk 
to school: Poll 


PARENTS need to 
question why they go 
on the school run, a 
survey out this week 
suggests. 

Nearly half of those who 
get the car out for their 
children do so because of the 
distance involved, the 
survey from insurance 
company elephant.co.uk 
found. Yet 68 per cent of the 
parents live less than two 
miles from the school. 

And 87 per cent of them 
believe that they are 
contributing to traffic 
congestion problems by 
going on the school run. 

The survey also found that 
14 per cent choose to take 
their offspring to lessons by 
car for safety reasons and 
that 56 per cent of children 
are now taken to school by 
car. 

Of the parents polled, 57 
per cent said they had 
walked to school when they 
were children, compared to 
only 34 per cent who walk 
now. 

When those in the survey 
were children themselves, 13 
per cent of them were driven 
to school. 

Elephant.co.uk managing 
director Brian Martin said: 
“It’s odd that parents use 
distance as an excuse 
considering how many live 
relatively close to school and

especially how many of 
them used to walk 
themselves. 

“It makes sense for 
children to walk to school 
wherever possible as 
childhood obesity rates are 
rising in the UK with around 
1 million children under the 
age of 16 classed as obese. ”

For those parents who 
continue to exercise their 
right to drive their offspring 
to school, there are some 
suggestions on travelling 
safely with youngsters on 
board. 

They include: 

■ All child passengers 

should use a car safety or 
booster seat - always read 
the manufacturer’s 

instructions on how to fit a 
child’s car seat properly and 
ask for advice if you have 
any queries whatsoever. 

■ Pregnant mums should 
always wear a seat belt in 
the car no matter how far 
the journey is - for extra 
safety and comfort, mums-to- 
be should also wear a 
pregnancy Bump Belt. 

■ Make sure you lock the 
doors while driving, and 
never leave your child alone 
in your vehicle. 

■ Fit a child view mirror to 
your windscreen to keep an 
eye on your child - if you 
must discipline your child, 
find a place to pull over.

Goldie at a loss 
over World woe

GOLDIE SAYERS caught a 
bad case of big-stage nerves 
as she failed to qualify for 
the women’s javelin final at 
the World Championships. 

The Ely athlete, ranked fourth in 
the world, was considered one of 
Britain’s best chances for a medal 
in Japan. 

But she produced three 
disappointing throws in the heats - 
the best of 57.23m was nearly eight 
metres short of the personal best 
she set earlier this season. 

And with only the top 12 
advancing, Sayers finished a 
disappointing 17th, nearly three 
metres behind the lowest-ranked 
qualifier. 

“It’s just not good enough,” the 
25 year-old fumed. “I’ve been 
throwing that distance off five 
strides all season. I can’t explain it. 

“I feel I belong in the final with 
the way that I’ve performed all year, 
but my legs were not attached to my 
body My minimum expectation was 
to finish in the top four, but I’m 
nowhere near that, so something 
went very wrong. 

“I didn’t sleep a wink and maybe 
that had something to do with it. I 
just felt absolutely flat and couldn’t 
seem to get going.” 

Sayers started the season with a 
bang, when she unleashed a 
mammoth 65.05m personal best in 


Loughborough. She picked up a 
back injury before the UK 
Championships but claimed to be 
fully fit after a fortnight’s warm- 
weather training at the Norwich 
Union preparation camp in Macau. 

“I don’t think there is anything 
physically wrong with me,” she 


said. “I hurt my ankle a bit last 
week and I’ve been slightly 
tentative on it, but that is not an 
excuse. 

“I just didn’t attack the line and I 
felt really tired. My warm-up was 
fine, but when I got out there my 
legs just didn’t fire.
